BOSTON, July 15—Soldier la­ 
bor battalions of the Boston arm y 
base moved on to the docks today 
to move critical war cargo if 1500 
I striking longshoreman — virtually 
the entire port of Boston force— 
' failed to heed instructions from 
their national union to return to 
work. 
The soldiers, trained to handle 
cargoes, took the strikers’ places 
yesterday and loaded ships for war 
zones 
when 
the 
longshoremen 
walked out in protest over delays 
in wage payments. 
An officer at the arm y base 
said the Army was determined to 
restore the movement of cargo 
and was an "innocent bystander" 
to the actual dispute. 
State labor officials, who a r­ 
ranged for a meeting of repre­ 
sentatives of the Longshoremen’s 
Union, AFL, and dock officials, 
said the dispute was caused by 
delays in wage payments. Em ­ 
ployers asserted the delays were 
caused by a shortage of office 
help in computing pay-as-you-go 
taxes. 
The strikers were also incensed, 
it was said, a t discontinuance of 
paying advances on wages. 
Joseph Ryan, New York head of 
the Longshoremen’s Union, wired 
local union officials and strikers 
that the strike could not be tol­ 
erated. 


ABOARD A DESTROYER OFF 
SICILY. July 15—Gen. Achille Di 
Davet, 
first Axis officer of 
his 
high rank to be captured by the 
Allies in Sicily, asked me today to 
tell 
the British 
people that 
the 
Italians "think kindly of them." 
The 
general, who 
commanded 
the 206th Italian division before 
that outfit was all but wiped out 
and its entire headquarters staff 
captured, is sitting beside me in 
this destroyer as I write my dis­ 
patch. 
With him is his naval liaison 
officer, Ca.pt. Bruno Preney, also 
captured. Both are watching me 
write on the typewriter. The gen­ 
eral speaks a little English and 
with that little he says to me: 
"Tell the English people that we 
think kindly of them. Tell my wife, 
Roma, th at I fought like a gentle­ 
man until that very fine gentle­ 
man, (Gen. Sir Bernard L.) Mont­ 
gomery came along." 
Di Davet, 45 
years old. with 
watery blue eyes, was haggard and 
drawn. 
Preney, 45, was 
smiling 
and anxious to tell his story. He 
said he was very upset th at Benito 
Mussolini did not send the Italian 
fleet 
to Sicily, 
and blamed 
the 
Luftwaffe for not "picking up" the 
Allied invasion arm ada. 
He and the general were just 
rising from dinner when the news 
came Saturday night th a t British 
paratroops were landing.

The Foreman company, which 
will build the new line through 
this area, has been informed th at

Pipeline contractors are seeking 
workmen to go into Alaska t o !

stances is possible, the situation 
is greatly improved from a prac­ 
tical standpoint. 
Another aspect of tuberculosis 
in war is the possibility of an in­ 
crease in tuberculosis all over the 
world. For the 60 years up to 
1917 there had been a steady de­ 
cline in the incidence of tubercu­ 
losis. In Great Britain tubercu­ 
losis increased 6 per cent in the 
first year of World War I, and 
IO per cert in the second. From 
1920 to 1927 the incidence of tu­ 
tu rculosis and the death rate in 
all civilized countries continued 
its downward trend. But a num­ 
ber of factors are operating to 
put it on the upgrade again. One 
is the universal breakdown in 
food supplies. 
Tuberculosis May Increase 
Tuberculosis is a disease of lack 
of nutrition. In the Americas and 
in Great Britain this cause will 
probably not operate, but heaven 
only knows what will happen to 
the peoples on the continent of 
Europe. Another factor is the 
crowding and close personal con­ 
tact in air raid shelters and also 
in periods of population move­ 
ment and distress. 
Eternal vigilance is the price 
of freedom from tuberculosis. The

CERTAIN OF the low-growing 
bushy types of shrub* can be
